LEADS TO OUSTING 
UF POLICE CHIEF 


Officer Who Was Directing 
Investigation of Case at 
Canton, O., Suspended by 
Mayor. 


KNOWN AS ENEMY 
OF THE SLAIN MAN 


Don R. Mellett, Victim of 
Assassins, Had Assailed 
Vice Conditions and Their 
Grip on Police.

CANTON, O.. July 24.—Seranus 
A Lengel chief of the Canton po- 
lice department and bulls-eye of 
the target at which Editor Don R. 
Mellett aimed his attacks against 
vice and official corruption which 
resulted in his murder nine days 
ago, tonight was “suspended for 30 
days without pay for purpose of 
discipline,” by Mayor Swarts. 

“My reason,” continued the May- 
or’s order, “is that your lack of 
contro] of the police department 
and your mismanagement thereof 
has caused inefficiency in that de- 
partment, and your contact with 
law violators, and the contact of 
members of your department with 
known violators, permitted by you, 
has made it impossible for the de- 
partment successfully to enforce 
the laws.’’ 

Although refusiliig to amplify this 
verbally, Mayor Swarts intimated 
his action was not prompted solely 
by his responsibility for the proper 
functioning of the departments un- 
der his administration. 

Was Enemy of Editor. 

Until tonight Lengel at least was 
afficial head of the many investi- 
gations into Mellett’s murder, his 
position there made peculiar by the 
fact he also was the arch enemy 
of the editor. 

Actually, however, the efforts of 
the Chief and his men to uncover 
the assassin, who is supposed to 
have crept out of the ‘“Jungie’— 
Canton’s foreign section and its 
crime center—to kill Mellett the 
night of July 16 have been viewed 
extremely cynically by the late edi- 
tor’s friend. 

For this reason a score of pri- 
vate, county and State operatives, 
under leadership of J. D. Cleary, 
personal representative of Gov. 
Donahey, have.come to be looked 
upon generally as the real motive 
power for what progress towatd so- 
lution is being made.

After about a year charges began 
to be bruited about that Ed Curtis 
was taking bribe money from the 
underworld. The Canton Daily 
News, of which Mellett later was 
to become editor, investigated and 
on the strength of its findings in- 
duced Lengel, by that time ‘‘on the 
with Curtis, to Sstafe sev- 
eral incriminating raids and gather 
much evidence against the director 
of public safety. 

The charges and this evidence 
finally were laid before Gov.

pean critics of the ,foreign policies 
of the United States were remind- 
ed today by Chairman Borah of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee that people who live in glass 
houses should not throw stones. 
Directing his advice particularly 
toward London, *Borah said that 
Winston Churchill's “campaign of 


vilification,” designed fo obtain 
the cancellation of war debts, 
should not be permitted to erase 
from the world’s memory the ter- 
ritorial acquisitions accompliished 
by G¥eat Britain at the peace 
table. 

“The Earl of Denbigh*® deplores 
the lamentable ignorance of our 
people,”° Borah continued, “and 
wants to start a campaign of edu- 
cation, but the American people 
have sufficient intelligence without 
any etxraordinary educational ex- 
ertion to understand how a debtor 
acts when he does not want to pay 
what he owes, We understand per- 
fectly that the attack on the United 
States is the peculiar way they have 
of asking for cancellation of their 
debt.”’ 

, First Official U. 8S. Notice.. 

Borah’s declaration, made in a 
formal statement, was the first of- 
ficial notice to be taken here of 
the recent anti-American agitation 
which has expressed itself in at- 
tacks on American sightseers in 
Paris, denunciations of the Ameri- 
can policies by a section of the 
Italian press, and other scattered 
outcroppings throughout most of 
Europe. 

Churchill, who is«head. of. the 
British Treasury, was declared by 
Borah to have sought through his 
recent utterances in Parllament to 
apply military tactics to the inter- 
national situation and conduct “a 
Gallipoli campaign for cancella- 
tion.”’ Vilification always has beén 
a part of military strategy, the 
Senator said, and now it had been 
brought into play to brand the 
United States as “Uncle Shylock” 
and the American people as a na- 
tion ‘‘void of all sense of humani- 
ty or correct principles.”’ 

Britain Got Lion’s Share. 
“What has happened since the 
war that we should have forfeited 
our high standing and now be de- 
nounced as ‘Uncle Shylock'?” he 
continued. “We attended the Ver- 
sailles conference, where among 
other things to be done, the world 
was to be partitioned. There were 
about 4,207,392 square miles of 
territory to be divided among the 
victors. Of this amount 
Britain secured 3,804,000, France 
402,392 square miles. It would 
seem that Great Britain’s quarrel 
is not with the United States but 
with France. It was France that 
got 402,392 square miles. 

“Certainly there are no reasons 
here for calling the: United States 
Uncle Shylock,’ whatever reason 
Great Britain had for complaining 
against France. 

‘Indeed, after the war and after 
the treaty; high officials stated 
upon the floor of the House of 
Commons: ‘The outstanding feat- 
ure of the peace treaty is that it 
puts the British Empire at the 
highest point that it has ever 
reached in regard to. territorial 
and world influence.’ 

“What has happened since the 
treaty that would impeach our 
ideals? We had the note of Grewt 
Britain drawing 5 per cent interest 
and due. We canceled the debt to 
the extent of about 30 cents on the 
dollar, and we gave her sixty-two 
years in which to pay. 

“Our settlements with Great 
Britain, Italy, Belgium and the pro- 
posed settlement with France, rep- 
resent a cancellation of $7,000,000.- 
000. 

Uv. 8S. Not a “Shylock.” 

“Tt would seem that under all the 

circumstances, there ig no occasion 
for charging the United States with 
being a ‘Shylock.’

nest Hardwick, a Kansas City rob- 
ber and Robert W. Edwards were 
killed by guards tonight when they 
attempted to escape from the State 
penitentiary here after they had 
stabbed Capt. R. B; Manatt, vet- 
eran prison officer. Hardwick was 
shot by Edgar Ransom, a Negro 
guard, and Edwards by other 
guards who came to Ransom’s ald. 
Manatt is in a serious condition in 
the prison hospital. 

The attack and attempted es- 
cape occurred just a few moments 
before the prisoners, who were in 
the yard, were to have beén locked 
in their cells. Hardwick, Edwards 
and two other prisoners, armed 
with three knives, made from old 
files, and an imitation revolver 
whittled from wood, appeared in 
Capt. Manatt’s office and forced 
him to take them to the prison tele- 
phone office, where three opera- 
tors were seized and bound and the 
telephone wires torn from thie 
awitchboard. 

Manatt then was marched to 
Ransom's post. ‘“‘Welre coming to 
fix some wires,” Hardwick told the 
guard. Ransom did not hesitate 
when he saw Capt. Manatt with 
the prisoners, but opened the door 
to his tower. Hardwick made a 
leap for Ransom, shouting, “TI want 
that gun.” The *prisoner pointed 
the wooden revolver at Ransom, 
who fired twice from the hip.

Federal Authorities at San 
Francisco to Take Up 
Case of Ned M. Green 
With Grand Jury. 


HE DENIES DOING 
ANT THING - ILLEGAL 


“I Have Given ae Ad- 
ministration; I Am Regu- 
lar Human Being, Not 
Religious Fanatic.” 


BY AN PRANCISCO, Cal." July 24. 
—-New M. Green was suspended to- 
day as prohibition administrator 
for Northern California and Ne- 
vada on orders from Washington 
and his supply of liquors with 
which he has entertained guests in 
his hotel room here was seized. 
Following his suspension by Gar- 
rard B. Winston, Acting Secretary 
of the Treasury, pending investiga- 
tion of charges of misconduct, 


Green was visited in his room at 
Hatei Whitcomb late today by Gov- 
ernment agents who demanded the 
liquor in his possession. 

“You can take anything in the 
room you want,” Green said. He 
turned over a varied assortment ‘of 
liquors which almost filled a bu- 
reau drawer. 

“Some of that stuff may be pre- 
Volstead stuff and some of it may 
not,” he said. ‘“‘Don’t tell anybody, 
but,it isn’t anybody’s business. 
Not Against Law to Have It. 

“Tt isn't against the law to have 
liquor in your home or to offer it 
to your guests.” 

Charges against the dry admin- 
igtrator will be taken before a Fed- 
eral grand jury Monday. George 
Hatfield, United States District At- 
torney, announced he would seek 
Green's indictment on charges of 
misappropriating liquor seized by 
the Government and with miscon- 
duet in office. 

Col. Green answered that he aN 
comed indictment and trial be- 
cause, he declared, it would estab- 
lish he has not been In possession 
of governmentally controlled liquor 
ahd has not beeh guilty of miscon- 
duct. A trfal, he said, “will clarify 
a situation which puts me in a very 
bad light.’”’ 

“IT have had under my control 
liquor valued at more than  §$2,- 
000,000. If I was crooked I could 
order a barrel or two sent around 
to the homies friends. But no 
one can accu of having brok- 
en that trust. * 

“Should Have Been Suspended.” 

Advised that he had been sus- 
pended pending the outcome of 
charges against him, Green said 
today, “I should have — sus- 
pended long ago."’ 

Sam Johnson, chief aid to Green, 
who has been named to succeed 


him, said today that he would be 
Willing to serve as the prohibition 
chief only so long as the investiga- 
tion is under way. 

Asked if he believed ffi prohibi- 
tion Green declared: “I believe in 

prohibition firmly because of its 
economic benefits to the nation, but 
it te unfortunate that the temper- 
ate have to suffer for the sins of 
the intemperate. I do not believe 
that there will be any modification 
of the dry law. 

“As for myself, if any friend oy 
stranger calis on me I will offer 
him a drink and take one with him 
if it gags me. I still insist that I 
have done nothing against the law. 
There were several wild spots in 
that {nterview printed by a’ morn- 
ing paper today. It would indicate 
that I have admitted all of the 


charges against me, which I em- 


phatically have not done. 

“I am being crucified by friends 
and foe. I aid not come out here 
with a long nose to snoop into oth- 
er people's affairs to see whether 
they had liquor or not. I came 
here to stop the emuggling of liquor 
~xto stop it at the source—and you 
will have to admit that I made con- 
siderable progress. I have given 
an honest administration. I am 
a regular human being, not a re- 
ligious fanatic.” 

Wouldn't “Snoop Around.” 

Green said he told Gen, Andrews, 
in charge of national prohibition 
enforcement, that he would not “go 
snooping around, making grand- 
stand raids.”’ He was appointed hy 
Andrews. His administration. he 
explained, was in keeping with 
military dignity, common sense 
and the will of a community in 
which there were “‘more wets than 
drys.” 

“We got at the source,”’ he ad4- 
ed. “We have destroyed more stills,

“As for those who are investigat- 
ing me, more than half of them are 
just as guilty as I,am. If they 
were honest, they would have to 
admit that they, too, drink and at- 
tend wild parties. I’m no prude and 
don't want people to consider me 
so. I’m a good sport.” 


Green, whén visited at his hotel 
room by a reporter, opened two 
dresser drawers and showed bottles 
containing what appeared to be li- 
quor. 

“That’s the liquor that I drink, 
and that I have served at parties 
here, parties that men and women 
attended,’ he said. “That much is 
true, and any time the investi- 
gators or the grand jurors want 
to come here and see it, they are 
welcome, and if they want to try 
it, they may. 

Told Where Liquor Came From. 
“I would find the liquor here or 
in my office, and I supposed my 
subordinates left it for me. It 
showed a fine spirit—showed they 
liked me. And when guests asked 
me.where the liquor came from, I 
told them. 


“I'm no lily,” Green continued. 
“Clarence Linn, my chief Legal ad- 
viser, talking with me this morn- 
ing, wanted me to claim that 
never drink or go on parties, a 
to den¥ everything. ; 
“I told Linn I didn’t want that 
kind of defense. I don’t want to 
be known as a lily, a prude. I don’t 
want people to think I am that 
kind. I told my subordinates that 
when they were questioned, they 
should tell the truth and should 
not perjure themselves in my be- 
half, as men might be prompted 
to do by the spirit of loyalty of sol- 
diers to their officers. 

“IT expect to come out of this a 
little dirty. You can’t get into a 
fight and keep clean. I’ve had a 
lone fight for 10 months.

America now a daily feature of 
certain British newspapers, espe- 
cially those which issued from the 
genius of Lord «Northcliffe and 
which at his death passed into the 
hands of his brotlfer, Lord Rother- 
mere. 

Churchill’s antipathy to Ameri- 
ca is notorious. His bentefor fish- 
ing in troubled waters is equally 
notorious. He has embarrassed 
every government of which he has 
been a member, tand he is pro- 
foundly embarrassing to Prime 
Minister Baldwin in these surpass- 
ingly difficult times 

Rothermere Changes Policy. 

Of Lord Northcliffe’s settled pol- 
Icies in his newspapers was that 
of friendship with the United 
States. He knew not only Its pow- 
er but its wish to do the right 
thing according to tts lights. No 
editor under the Northcliffe re- 
gime slurred the United States. 

Lord Rothermere has constitut- 
ed himself Don td the American 
people. He aspires to instruct 
them in these astoundingly intri- 
cate matters through the medium- 
ship of Americans traveling in the 
British Isles and on the continent 
of Europe. He asks the holiday 
makers to sit at his feet and then 
on reaching home to impart. to 
their fellow citizens truths hither- 
to withheld by a sordid pres¢ from 
a really fair-minded and generous 
nation. 

This educational enterprise is tn 
full swing. Thus far, however, in 
his black type displays of “cold 
facts” Lord Rothermere has omitt- 
ed to inform the traveling Ameri- 
cans and likewise .his own read- 
ers how much money the city of 
London and sterling holders gen- 
erally, have made as a result of 
Prime Minister Baldwin’s debt set- 
tlement with the United States. As 
sterling rose following the fund- 
ing of the debt, financial Great 
Britain reaped a magnificent har- 
vest. 

It is scarcely a subject, one may 
conjecture, that Lord Rothermere 
would wish to flaunt- before the 
British people, because the major- 
ity of them .held no sterling to re- 
ceive the benefit of the apprecia- 
tion flowing from Baldwin’s finan- 
cial policy. 


There are other gaps in Lord 
Rothermere'’s financial curriculum 
for touring Americans. He does 
not discuss what might have hap- 
pened if Baldwin had refused to 
settle with America.

He, like his political coadjutor, 
Churchill, seeks to shame or bully 
the United States into cancelling 
the British debt. Both these two 
men are too proud to admit that 
their nation is carrying, or trying 
to carry, a load too heavy for its 
broad and patient shoulders. 

Britons in general just as 
Frenchmen in general do not 
Want to pay America. They feel 
in every fiber that America did not 
do her full share in the war of de- 
mocracy and to fix upon their chil- 
dren and their children’s children 
the galling burden of the American 
debt would he not only economic 
folly from every point of view. but 
& moral and historical outrage. But 
Churchill and Rothermere, greatly 
to the chagrin of their sagacious 
compatriots, official and unofficial, 
are going the wrong way about 
pressing their case.

He made allies of two or three

from the fact that reported “‘hon- 
orariums” seldom exceeded $15 or 
$20. 

He learned that Bouklias and 
Turner were back in business and 
“compelled” the prosecutor to bring 
them in for parole violation, and 
their arrests marked exactly the 
end of the first month of his new, 
intensive campaign. 

Seventeen days later or Feb. 19, 
the pair began service of sentence 
of 18 months each in the peniten- 
tiary, and Canton’s “underworld” 
was brought sharply to the realiza- 
tion that Mellett’s vice crusade was 
no mere matter of printed words.

STOP CRYINGAT U. 5, 
SAYS BRITISH DITOR 


J. L. Garvin, Wonders Why 
Churchill and Mellon Couldn’t 
Keep Row Quiet. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 24.—In a long 


article dealing with the debt ques- 
tion; J. L. Garvin, editor of the 
Sunday Observer, asks why the 
British Chancellor of the Ex-, 
chequer, Winston Churchill, and he: 
American Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, Andrew W. Mellon, cannot 
leave “this ugly international con- 
troversy” alone, “Which, unless 
controlled, threatens to flare like 
naphtha.” 

“Theke are steady hands and de- 
cent hearts enough’‘on both sides,” 
the editor continues. “Let them 
work with might and main to stop 
Europe screaming at America and 
America sermonizing to Europe. 
The obvious course for both 


Churchill and Mellon as stat&men 
is either to talk about this, miser- 
able business privately or not talk 
at all. 

“When Europe .cries ‘Shylock,’ 
America cries ‘sponger.’ If Amer- 
ican credits are wanted there must 
be civility as well as stability.” 

“Stick to It Like Men.” 

Remarking that the European 
nations in concert may be driven 
to diminish their imports from 
America, Garvin repeats the belief 
that cancellation of the debts would 
have been the best policy, but adds 
“the nation signed the Baldwin 
agreement; let us stick to it like 
men.”’ 

The Sunday papers devote much 
space to the debt controversy and 
to speculation on the possibility of 
Mellon’s meeting Montagu Norman, 
Governor of the Bank of England, 
and French statesmen. 

The Sunday Times, which is not 
associated with the Daily ‘Times, 
comments editorially, deploring the 
controversy which has arisen, but 
at the same time declaring that 
Churchill “knocked the bottom 
out of’ Mellion’s and the Ameri- 
can Treasury’s contentions con- 
cerning the commercial pact of the 
debt. 

“If incorrect statements have 
been made,” says the Sunday 
Times, “they must be answered, 
but it is important that Americans, 
both as spectators and targets of 
this fresh outburst should not 
mistake its meaning. We are not 
attempting to evade, our obliga- 
tions. 

“We can see, and it is useless to 
blink at the fact, that the Amer- 
ican attitude is responsible more 
than any other factor, for the pres- 
ent disorganization of the world.”

WASHINGTON, July 242—Henry 
Ford has lost a fight to have the 
name of his automobile eliminated 
from a brand of cigars and stogies. 
Denying application of the Ford 
Motor Co., to cancel the regis- 
tration of the brand by John A. 
MacAdoo, of Charlotte, N. C., the 
Patent Office has held that a cor- 
porate name can be registered as a 
trademark when used on goods dif- 
fering from those manufactured 
by another corporation of the 
same namé. 

“It must be remembered that 
the word “Ford” is not necessarily 
confined to the. corporate name of 
the petitioner,™ the decision said. 
“It is a common word of our lan- 
guage, used not only as a name 
for many persons, but also as a 
common-noun and as a verb.”

After virtually decapitating his 
wife, C. B. Logan, 53 years old, of 


New Liberty, who recently was re- 
leased from the State insane asylum 
at Anna, is held in the Pope Coun- 
ty jail at Golconda, charged with 
murder. Only the appearance of 
their 8-year-old son, Fred, prevent- 
ed Logan from decapitating the 
woman with a pocket knife last 
night, the boy told officers.

FOR PUBLIC UTILITES 


State Commission Making 
Tentative Assessments, but 
Does Not Disclose Sums. 


By the Jeff. City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Svecjal to the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, July 24. — 


Tentative assessments of the prop- 
erty of public atilities and com- 
mon carriers operating in Mis- 
souri, for 1926 taxes, are being 
made by the State Tax Commis- 
sion, preliminary to hearings for 
the companies before the Tax Com- 
mission on the assessment valua- 


tions to be recommended to the 
State Board of Equalization. 
While the Tax Commission has 
not disclosed the tentative fig- 
ures compiled so far, the upward 
trend of public utility assesments 
in recent years, coupled with the 
depleted condition of the State's 
general revenue fund, point to in- 
creased tax valuations for some of 
the utilities. 
»The Commission now is working 
on tentative assessments of the 
telephone and telegraph compa- 
nies. Others to be taken up later 
are the steam railroads and termi- 
nal companies, street and electric 
railways, bridge companies, pipe 
line companies and electric light 
and transmission line companies. 
Burden on Larger Companies. 
Approximately 100 telephone 
companies are operating in Mis- 
souri. Valuations of the smaller 
companies will be changed but 
little this year, it is understood, 
but increases will be made in the 
assessments of some of the larger 
companies, including the South- 
western Bell Telephone Co. Im- 
provements and additions by the 
larger companies will be the basis 
of these increases, it was said. 
Assessments of the public utili- 
ties totaled $457,319,009 last year. 


This covered all the property of | 


the companies except land and 
buildings materials and supplies 
and a few other items assessed 
locally. The principal assessments 
were railroads and i terminals, 
$283,441,493; street and electric 
Failways, $68,233,100; electric 
light and transmission companies, 
$40,522,078; telephone companies, 
$35,172,210, and oil pipe line com- 
panies, $16,239,720. 

Total to Exceed $4,750,000,000. 

The total assessed valuation 
for the State, for 1926 taxes, will 
be in exces sof $4,750,000,000. The 
State Board of Equalization last 
March fixed the assessed valuation 
of real estate and personal proper- 
ty at $4,100,582,325. In reaching 
this figure the Board of Equaliza- 
tion increased the assessment of 
city and town rea! estate $115,402,- 
341 over 1925, and erduced farm 
land assessments $11,204,449. 

Gas companies, ice and steam 
heat plants now are valued for 
taxation entirely by local assessors, 
but the State Tax Commission 
plans to submit a recommendation 
to the next Legislature for trans- 


fer of the assessment of such com-- 


panies to the State. This would 
place all of the utility companies 
in the State under assessment by 
the Tax Commission and th@ State 
Board of Equalization. 

Electric light and power com- 
panies and electric transmission 
line companies were brought under 
the Tax Commission and State 
Board of Equalization for the first 
time last year. Their first year 
under the State Boards resulted in 
assessment increases 
about 50 per cent more than their 
former valuations by assessors.

30TH DIVISION AERIAL 
UNIT READY FOR CAMP 


All-St. Louis Organization Will 
Receive Two Weeks’ Train- 
in Bridgeton. 


The Thirty-fifth Division Air 
Unit, all-St. Louis National Guard 
organization, will go into camp for 
two weeks training at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field, Bridgeton, next Sun- 


day. 
The unit, organized three years 


ago, held its two previous annual 
encampments at Nevada, Mo., with 
the State infantry troops. Due to 
an adverse report concerning the 
condition of the flying field at Ne- 
vada it was decided to conduct this 
year’s camp at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the organization's home sta- 
tion. A regulation army camp will 
be established at the field includ- 


ing tents, kitchens, and shower 
baths. The drilling of two wells 
on the grounds was recently com- 
pleted, insuring adequate water- 
supply for all purposes. 

The training schedule, prepared 
by Major C. Ray Wassall, com- 
mander, will include reconnaissance 
and formation flying and aerial 
photography, lectures, ‘and ath- 
letics. Local civic and fraternal 
organizations have volunteered to 
provide entertainment features each 
evening during the encampment 
period. 

A recruiting campaign will be 
conducted this week by members of 
the organization for additional per- 
sonnel. At present 12 officers and 
50 enlisted men have signified their 
intention of attending the camp 
and it is desired to get additional 
men having the necessary qualifi-

Mays’ Come-back 
Keeping Reds in 
Pennant Battle 


Submarine Right-Hander Was 
Counted Out After Showing 
in 1925. 


By Herman Weceke. 


“The man who came back.’”’ That 
is the title that’ belongs to Carl 
Mays, the submarine’ right-hander 
with the Cincinnati Reds. A year 
ago, Carl Mays was through. He 
was bothered with a sore pitching 
arm and it was doubtful whether 


he would be able to twirl again. It 
looked like the end of a brilliant 
career. | . 

At least everyone, except Mays 
himself, figured he was’ through. 
And it was logical to figure that 
way. Carl Mays in 1925 pitched 
but 52 innings. He hurled but three 
complete contests. His record for 
the year was three victories against 
five defeats. Mays’ arm went wrong 
early in the campaign. He tried 
several times to “come back,” but 
his efforts proved “flops.” 

Then came the 1926 training 
trip. Carl Mays was one of those 
to go South with Jack Hendricks. 
However, nothing sensational was 
expected from the right-hander. 
But Carl Mays fooled them _ all. 
Right now he is oné of the leading 
twiriers on the Cincinnati roster. 
He has won 11 games and lost 8. 
What’s more, he has already 
twirled 13 complete contests, 
against the Shree he registered a 
year ago. 

Which seems to indicate that he 
has turned a complete “come- 
back” as a major league pitcher. 

Off to Bad Start. 

Things did not start any too well 
for Mays in the-1926 campaign. To 
start with, he was belted off the 
hill in four rounds by the Cubs. 


Then he won @ well-pitched game 
from the Pirates. After that, mat- 
ters went from bad to worse. In 
four straight outs, May was belted 
hard. He worked in 21 rounds 
and in that time was found for 19 
runs and 34 hits. Two of'these four 
contests he lost. That -did not 
make it appear as if he would be 
successful in his “‘come back.” 


And then things began to 
change. Since those four terrible 
10 games,

while losing but five, .a winning 


percentage of .66%, one far above 
the pace which the Reds are trav- 
eling at the present time. The 
submarine righthander’s winning 
percentage for the season is .579.

Better Equipped Now. 


At the present time only the very 
cheap rods are put up in this man- 
ner. ' 

Good rods come with a lght 
cloth cover with a compartment for 
each joint and either an aluminum 


rod 


‘or bamboo tube for the outer cover, 


or else with the cloth cover witha 
bamboo tube for the top joints 
only. 

It is not a good plan to keep the 
rod in this tube, except when carry- 
ing to and from your fishing wa- 
ters, for this container is practical- 
ly air tight and the wood will 
sweat. 


At the end of the season, when” 


you lay aside your rod, do not 
place it where it will be exposed 
to any artificial heat.

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A CONSTITUTIONAL COLOSSUS. 
When a public man displays some of the elements 
of greatness and wins to himself widespread admira- 
tion, he owes to his followers a rather greater con- 
sistency and more acute powers of comparative 
analysis than Senator Borah exhibited in his recent 
speech at Augusta, Ga. 

Surely the South had been guessed to be the last 
| place where the Senator would say anything about 
nullifying the Constitution. The South holds the 
'fifteenth amendment to the Constitution in a con- 
‘tempt so supreme that it has some of the aspects of 
grandeur. Yet the Senator from Idaho could with a 
perfectly straight face stand before Georgians and 
charge the enemies of prohibition with seeking to 
nullify the Constitution! 

Could they, we wonder, with the same solemnity, 
‘listen to this: “Bolshevism in Russia, Fascism in 
‘Italy, military dictatorship in Poland and nullifica- 
‘tion in the United States are all whelps from the 
‘same kennel, barking at the same thing—constitu- 
tional government”? Or was there not, peghaps, the 
least twinkle of humor in the eyes of some of those 


Georgians when the great Idahoan, shaking his leo- 
nine mane, pronounced this “the most important is- 
sue that a self-governing people can ever be called 
upon to consider’? 

What twaddle! The opponents of prohibition, so far 
as we know, have no intention of doing to the eight- 
eenth amendment what the South has done to the fif- 
teenth amendment. They propose to bring about its 
repeal as an unwise and hurtful public policy, and 
are engaged in the educational processes of convinc- 
ing the people that it is a mistake. Senator Borah’'s 
resentment seems directed at their failure to say at 
the outset what they purpose doing, as if public sen- 
timent possibly could be reversed upon so distant a 
prospect as that is. Prohibition itself did not begin 
with an avowed intention to put prohibition in the 
Constitution. It worked up to that, and antiprohibi- 
tion must work up to its opposite. Meanwhile, the 
antiprohibitionists are not saying what they 
mean to do, or if some of them do say it they are 
not seriously taken by their associates. It will be 
time enough to talk of repealing the eighteenth 
amendment when the country is convinced of its in- 
effectiveness. That is going to be a very great task. 
one to be strengthened at last by the same disillu- 
sioned industrial support that prohibition received 
when the experiment was tried. 

There is a further reason why the opponents of pro- 
hibition are not taking the position in the fight that 
Senator Borah thinks they should take. He says 
nothing about it, but while he was telling the nulli- 
fiers of the fifteenth amendment what poor support- 
ers of the Constitution some of us in the North are} 
he no doubt had it in the back of his head. The 
enemies of prohibition are too busy trying to keep 
the prohibitionists from nullifying the Bill of Rights. 
itself a part of the Constitution, to take much thought 
of how the eighteenth amendment is to be repealed. 
Except for their vigilance and resistance the prohi- 
bitionists would long ago have nullified the constitu- 
tional law against search and seizure without due 
warrant and the constitutional rights reserved to 
the states. They, and not the enemies of prohibition, 
would nullify the Constitution, and no one less than 
the President of the United States has several times 
taken occasion tO Warn us lest in our zeal for law 
we trespass too far upon the rights of the citizen 
and those of the State. 

Senator Borah’s reverence for constitutional gov- 
ernment too well known for him to _ con- 
fuse the friends of the Constitution with its ene 
mies in the way he did in his Georgia speech. No 
other such grave assault upon the Constitution has 
ever been made or contemplated as that urged every 
day for the success of prohibition. Every Congress is 
all but forced to give up such great rights as “the 
right of castle” that this impracticable reform may 
be forced upon the people. To make prohibition 
effective we invade even the rights of other nations 
upon the seas. Senator Borah knows all this quite 
well. He knows that no other such lawlessness was

ever turned loose upon any country. He knows that 
if we gave the prohibitionists all they asked there 
would not remain a shred of that liberty for the 
preservation of which the Constitution was originally 
amended. He himself proposed in a bill offered in 
the last Congress that any officer of the Government 
depriving us of the rights guaranteed by the Consti- 
tution be subject to fine and imprisonment. He also 
proposed severely to punish anyone interfering with 
our right to agitate change in the Constitution. That 
is what the antiprohibitionists are doing. They 
propose to take out of the Constitution an amendment 
which has imperiled the whole structure. 

If he can straddle the gulf between his Georgia 
speech and that bill he is indeed the eighth wonder 
of the world—a veritable constitutional Colossus.

THE BATTLE FOR THE SENATE. 

Senator Cummins of Iowa, lately defeated for re- 
nomination by Smith W. Brookhart, is well within 
the limits of the probabilities when he says that the 
November elections may wipe out the majority now 
held by the Republicans in the Senate. 

The Senate is composed of 55 Republicans, real 
and nominal: 40 Democrats and one Farmer-Labor 
member. On paper, therefore, the Republicans have 
an over-all majority of 14. Actually, by virtue of the 
independent habits of six or seven of those labeled 
Republicans, the majority is often extremely tenu- 
ous or no majority at all. 

One need not be the son of a prophet to see that 
even the paper control of the G. O. P. is in grave 
danger of extinction. Thirty-four Senators are to be 
elected in the fall. Of the seats at stake, 27 are held 


by Republicans and only seven by Democrats. The 
seven happen to belong to the solid South, where 
there is no chance of Republican success. On the 
other hand, the Democrats have a fair chance of 
winning at least a dozen of the 27 contests for places 
now filled by Republicans. Victory in nine of the 
27 would give the Democrats undisputed control. 

Democratic hopes are running high in Massachu- 
setts, where National Republican Chairman Butler 
will be opposed by the popular and aggressive David 
I. Walsh, and in Arizona, Oklahoma, Kentucky and 
Maryland, all normally Democratic states, where the 
Republican incumbents were carried to victory on 
the Harding landslide of 1920. With Pomerene in 
the race against Willis, Ohio has become a doubt- 
ful State. Missouri, New York, Illinois, Idaho, Colo- 
rado, Nevada and Oregon are among the other battle- 
grounds.

They may fail to get complete contro! | 
and yet, by whittling down the strength of the reg- 
ular Republicans and thereby increasing the propor- 
tionate power of the insurgents, make the President 
impotent to put any partisan measure through Con- 
gress.

BY CHICAGO, July 24.—The confes- 


sion of Robert Scott, recently sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment, that 
he, and not his brother, who is 
under sentence to be hanged Oct. 
15, fired the shot which killed 
Joseph Maurer, young drug clerk, 
came against the advice of their 
attorney and will not be used in 
appealing to the State Supreme 
Court. 

That was the statement .vda. of 
William, Scott Stewart, who de- 
fended both brothers ir their vari. 
ous court appearances, excepting 
the first of Russell, when he was 
given the first of a series of three 
death penalties. 

The confession followed t.ie fore- 
cast of Emmett Byrne and William 
Mueller, assistant state's . ttorneys. 
who prosecuted Robert recently 
when he pleaded“guilty to the kill. 
ing and was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment by Judge Wiilliam N 
Gemmill. In arguing against Rob- 
ert Scott’s cross examination be- 
ing limited, the assistant state's at- 
torneys pointed out that should 
Robert get a sentence of tess than 
death that judgment would be 
pointed to in a further effort to 
save Russell's life. 

Denied Shooting on Stand. 

From the witness stand Robert 
replied to Judge Gemmill's ques- 
tion: “Did you fire the fata! shot?’ 
with an emphatic “T did not, you: 
honor.” 

Judge Gemmill today stated h:s 
belief that Robert remains che too) 
of his older brother. one of. the 
considerations which prompted the 
judge to impose the prison sen- 
tence rather than one of death 
Judge Gemmill reiterated his le- 
lief that Russell Scott was Mau- 
rer’s actual murderer, and again 
characterized him as the most cold- 
blooded killer he had known, of ir 
years upon the bench. 

“The confession not only was 
without my authorization. but was 
against my advice,” said Attorne} 
Stewart today. — 

Not to Be Used in Appeal. 

“I told them positively to talk 
to no one. Of course this confes- 
sion can play no part in an appea! 
to the Supreme Court. That body 
decides only upon the trial record.” 

Stewart disclosed that he is pre- 
paring an application for a writ of 
tupersedeas which he hopes will be 
granted and stay Ruseell’s execu- 
tion. The Staté Supreme Court will 
reconvene 10 days before the date 
set for Russell to be hanged. 

Stewart will charge that Judge 
Marcus A. Kavanaugh erred in not 
granting Russell's appeal for a 
change of venue when he was 
brought before Judge Kavanaugh 
for a second sanity trial by a jury. 
The first such trial resulted in 
Russell being found insane and 
sent to the State prison for the 
criminal insane. His condition im- 
proved and the second trial result- 
ed in a verdict which found him 
sane and sent him before the court 
for a new death sentence.

RULE U.S., HAWES SAYS 


Congressman Says Money Con- 
trol«at Washington Has Be- 
come Common Thing.

KANSAS CITY, July 24. — Con- 
gressman Harry B. Hawes, candi- 
date for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the U. 8. Senate, was es- 
corted by a delegation from Kan- 
sas City on a drive to North Kan- 
sas City for a speech tonight, in 
which he took for his subject the 
recent senatorial investigation into 
Republican primaries in Pennsyl- 
vania. This investigation was con- 
ducted by a committee headed by 
Senator Reed whose home is in 
Kansas City. Hawes declared that

RING PROMOTER, OFF TO FACE 
KILLING CHARGE, BLAMES PAL 


Changes Story to St. Louis Police 
Before Starting West to An- 
swer for Murder. 

John W. Owens, arrested here as 
one of two prizefight promoters 
wanted in connection with the mur- 
der last year of a Kelso,. Wash., 
newspaper editor, who had joined 
clergymen in opposing the fight, 
changed his story yesterday before 
departing with Sheriff Studebaker 
of Kelso to face trial.

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GOVERNMENT SEEKS REHEARNG 
OF THE HEBER NATIONS CASE 


If Motion Fs Denied Matter May Be 
Taken to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

A rehearing of the Heber Nations 
case, in which the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals recently 
reversed Nations’ conviction on a 
charge of conspiracy to violate the 
Volstead law, is asked for in a mo- 
tion filed with the Appellate Court 
yesterday by John C. Dyott, special 
Government prosecutor in the case. 
It is understood that, if the re- 
hearing is not granted, the matter 
may be taken to the United States 
Supreme Court. 

Dyott is proceeding under the di- 
rection of the Attorney-General’s 
office. He contends that the Ap- 
pellate Judges erred in their rul- 
ing. 

The point on which the reversal 
was granted was Judge Faris’ re- 
fusal to disqualify himself, on Na- 
tions’ allegation of prejudice. If 
the Attorney-General’s office were 
to accept this ruling without fur- 
ther contest, Nations could be tried 
again this fall before Judge Davis. 
If the matter goes to the Supreme 
Court, he probably would have a 
longer delay. His sentence, fixed 
by Judge Faris in May, 1925, was 
18 months imprisonment and $3333 
fine.

The Rich Young Irish Peer Sought to Found a 
Manorial Game Preserve in Estes Park, but Pretty 
Women and Rough Men Brought His Dream to an End.

ESTES PARK, Colo. 

* HE Dunraven leg- 
end grows faint in 
Estes Park. It is 
Ty as elusive, yet as 
real, as the odor of 
rock jasmine at tim- 
ber line. Gentle 
schoolmarms from 
Iowa, daringly ar- 
rayed in khaki 
= knickers, now 
= ae abound in this love- 
ly mountain vale where once the bob-cat 
clawed his prey and the grizzly was sover- 
eign. Pale and earnest citizens, armed with 
kodaks and Alpine stayes, haunt the moun- 
tainsides that once were thumped with the 
hoofs of thundering herds of game. Chil- 
dren scale Long's Peak along well-marked 
trails, and the banks of that chattering 
mountain torrent, the Big Thompson, are 
lined with ugly week-end shacks. Only 
at night, when the tourists are asleep and 
the moon, playing tricks around the moun- 
tain tops, throws weird shadows into the 
grassy meadows, is Eates Park the wild 
solitude which is the proper scene of this 
atory. 


Then it is that the story seems reason- 
able. Then it is possible to believe that 
many years ago a glittering young Irish no- 
bleman, the Earl of Dunraven, sought to 
establish here a private game preserve with 
all the flourish and the panoply of a feudal 
estate; sought to make in the New World 
a corner of the Old. An old man died re- 
cently in London—the Earl of Dunraven 
and Mount, a former member of the Sen- 
ate of the Irish Free State and more fa- 
mous as the sportsman who twice sent 90- 
foot yachts across the Atlantic in unsuc- 
cessful efforts to win back for Great Britain 
the America’s cup. Almost forgotten was 
the fact that he was the trail blazer for a 
now-famous American resort. Almoet for- 
gotten was the further fact that he had 
hunted the bear and mountain goat with 
“Buffalo Bill’ and ‘‘Texas Jack’’ and drunk 
whisky with the best of American frontiers- 
men of the old West. But that old man 
who died recently in London was this same 
adventurous nobleman.

Park for the last time, his grandilo- 

quent scheme shattered and the vast 
holding of land which he had acquired 
transformed into a cattle ranch. Yet, 
though he failed to realize his ambition and 
though Estes Park has been reclaimed for 
the 100-per-cent American tourist, the 
faded marks of the aristocrat’s touch still 
are visible. 


There are Dunraven Glade and Dunraven 
Meadows where the Earl and the sporting 
young peers who formed his court sallied 
forth to bring down elk, buffalo and deer. 
And the prowess of these alien sportsmen 
is attested by such old ploneers and guides 
of these parts as Shep Husted, who found 
the whitening bones of their kill in Dun- 
raven Meadows, including the skulls of 
eighteen buffaloes. 


On Fish Creek road, commanding a no- 
ble panoramic view of the range, stands a 
great fireplace, the only remnant of the Old 
English Hotel, built by Dunraven for those 
who had the hardihood to penetrate § the 
mountain passes into this park. Larkepur. 
mountain parsley and purple fringe now 
overrun this abandoned site of high revelry.

the Earl himself and his intimates 

gathered around the blazing fire of 
pitch-laden pine stumps to discuss their 
shooting luck, and to plan the seizure of a 
spot in the heart of the American Rockies 
to make a little corner of the Old World. 


Theeold-time magnificence of the Lodge 
has disappeared. The heads of mountain 
sheep and lion no longer adorn the walls. 
The splendid trappings once toted at enor- 
mous labor ovér dim traile and through a)- 
most inaccessible canyons are gone. [ndeed, 
the Lodge is now devoted to such a prosy 
use as a summer home for the Campfire 
Girls. It is built of hewn lumber, certainly 
no great sight in these days of knock-down 
English Colonial structures straight from 
mail order houses. Yet, 50 years ago, when 
this region knew only an occasional rude 
log hut, the Dunraven Lodge was a man- 
sion which brought the gaping natives from 
far and near. 


These are some of the physical evidences 
of a dead drama. Here and there in the 
park are a few leathery mountaineers who 
were its witnesses. But the written records 
of Estes Park wilderness are meager, and 
the memory of the survivors of the Dun- 
raven era recalls only the exterior aspects 
of the Earl's ambition. 


N te ee is Dunraven Lodge, where 


raven first got the idea of coming to the 

Rockies. While in Chicago the Earl met 
Gen. Phil Sheridan and from him got a 
letter to the General commanding Fort Me- 
Pherson in Kansas, asking him to allow his 
two famous scouts, Wliliam F. (Buffalo 
Bill) Cody, and John Omohondro (Texas 
Jack), to accompany Dunraven on a hunting 
trip. How he met the two scouts was thus 
related by Dunraven himself: ‘‘When I left 
the train my spirits were cast down by 
learning that Bill and Jack had left the 
fort that very morning for a hunting trip. 
But as I was stepping into the ambulance 
wagon to go to the fort two horsemen ap- 
peared in sight, galloping toward us, and 
the station master sang out, ‘Hold on a 
minute; here are the very men you want!’ 
Jn another minute the two men cantered 
up. I thought I had never seen two finer 
looking specimens of humanity. At that 
time neither of them knew scarcely more 
of civilization and the life of the great cities 
than the Indians around them.” 


Why Dunraven should have left his great 
estate of Adare Manor, County Limerick, 
Ireland, to seek recreation on the other side 
of the world has puzzied many. Adare 
Manor was a place of great charm, on the 
River Shannon. Kincora, where Brian the 
King held forth, was nearby to add luster 
to a section of Ireland rich in historical and 
archeological significance. But a glimpse 
at Dunraven's early career shows him to 
have been an unusually daring and adven- 
turous spirit. His family name was Wynd- 
ham, Thomas Wyndham-Quin. As soon as 
he escaped from the confining academic 
walls of Oxford, he became a war corre- 
spondent in Abyssinia. At the time of the 
Franco-Prussian War, he was at the front 
writing for a London paper. His taste for 
the wilds and for the lure of big game 
was enormously developed when he accom- 
panied Stanley on his famous exploration of 
Africa. With his inseparable hunting com- 
panion, Buffalo Bill, he not only hunted 
the Colorado Rockies, but was well known 
in the Yellowstone region, where a pase is 
named for him. The Indians recognized in 


|: was from the Earl of Airlie that Dun- 


him a mighty and a fearless hunter, and he 
was received in some of the tribes as a 
blood brother. Thus it was by no mere ac- 
cident that Dunraven should have sought 
and coveted what was then one of the choic- 
est hunting grounds as well as being one 
of the most fascinating scenic theaters in the 
world. 

When, in 1869, Dunraven first came to 
the park accompanied by Sir William Cum- 
mings and Lord Fitzpatrick on a hunting 
trip, the region scarcely knew the white 
man. Kit Carson, they say, was here in 
1840 and returned ten years later to build 
a cabin in the shadow of: Long’s Peak. The 
Arapahoes and the Cheyennes knew the 
park, and made an occasional sortie for 
game. Their tepee rings are still visible, 
and many a dun spot in the meadows re- 
cords wild orgies after a particularly suc- 
cessful kill. But the first permanent white 
settler, Joel Estes, did not come until 1860. 
Griff Evane and “Rocky Mountain Jim’’ Nu- 
gent, who were to play a bloody part in 
the Dunraven affair, came respectively in 
1867 and 1868. 


of his visit and the celebrity 

which he brought to this region-—— 
for the news of his presence was soon 
broadcast throughout America and _ the 
British Isles—is known as its discov- 
erer. As a sportsman, he was delighted by 
the abundance of game, but Dunraven al- 
so had an eye for beauty. No Scotch moor 
could rival Estes Park in sublimity or 
charm. 

So while he gathered around himself such 
hunters as Buffalo Bill, who accompanied 
Dunraven on nearly every trip to the park, 
and such celebrities as General Phil Sheri- 
dan, he also induced the famous artist, Al- 
bert Bierstadt, to come here in 1874. Bier. 
stadt’s painting of Long's Peak, from the 
lake which now bears the artist’s name, 
hung for years in Washington and did

much to proclaim the loveliness of this re- 
gion. It was Bierstadt, too, who chose the 
sites of Dunraven Lodge and the Old En- 
glish Hotel, and his selections pay tribute 
to his genius. 

Dunraven, ravished by the possibilities of 
the park as a playground for Irish and 
British aristocracy, returned {in 1872. He 
was then 31 years old, had unlimited wealth 
at his disposal and a love for the sporting 
life of the wilderness. His plan to seize 
Estes Park for a game preserve Was en- 
thusiastically approved by the Young blades 
of his train. Two years jater, in 1874, Dun- 
raven put his plan into execution. "In the 
year 1874,’ wrote the late E. J, Lamb, a 
historian of these parts, ‘‘the Earl of Dun- 
raven, an English nobleman of great titles, 
came with six associates, including a doc- 
tor, to the town of Longmont, where we

British gold, as Lamb put it, had begun ite 
malevolent work. There were, however, cer- 
tain obstacles to Dunraven’s possession. It 
Was easy enough for him to purchase the 
land of Griff Evans for $900 and to take 
over the deeded properties of the Farrars, 
the Rowes and others. But the remainder of 
the park was still vested in the Government 
and controlled by the homestead law, whose 


intent it was that the land should go to 
bona fide settlers. 
What did Dunraven do? He picked up 


men of the baser sort, recorded Lamb, “‘ir- 
responsible fellows not regarding oaths as 
of much importance when contrasted with 
gold. Coming to the park, some of them 
laid up mere log foundations, others erect- 
ing small stockades, and some brushfence- 
ing small pieces of ground for supposititious 
garden spots." These holdings were then 
gobbled by Dunraven for sums ranging 
from $10 to $100 until he owned 8000 


acres and controlled nearly again as muceb, 
and established himself as the baron of the 
region. 

Thus far, the scheme proceeded smooth 
ly. There were, however, other factors 
with which Dunraven had not reckoned, 
such as the jealousy of the pioneer for the 
land and the resentment of the native 
American at the display of arrogance and 
aloofness of the foreign peers. Dunraven, 
for example, had found Griff Evans pliable, 
but he had not troubled to win over the 
confidence’of such meu as Rocky Mountain 
Jim Nugent. 


with his four hounds and his big white 
mule in a cabin at the entrance of the 
park, on Park Hill, where, as Charles Hewes 
puts it, Muggins Gulch declines its meadows 
east. Jim’s past was shadowy. He claimed 
to come frcm a distihguished family. A 
heavy, rugged man of middle height he was, 
with long, tawny curls falling over his 
shoulders. Once he was handsome. That 
was before a bear had clawed his scalp and 
face and had térn out one eye. Four bul 
lets from Jim's pistol were in the bear's 
body when he attacked Jim, who continued 
the bloody struggle with a hunting knife 
until he fell unconscious. When Jim came 
back to life, the bear was dead and he 
mounted his mule to go for aid. Several 
times he fell off in a faint, only to find the 
mule grazing nearby when he came to. Jim 
survived and his reputation became great. 
Isabelle Bird, an Englishwoman who came 
to the Rockies in 1873 and is supposed to 
have fallen in love with Jim, left this de 
scription of him: “Jim was a_ shocking 
figure; he had on an old palr of high boots, 
with a baggy pair of old trousers made of 
deer hide, held on by ap old scarf tucked 
into them; a leather shirt, with three or four 
ragxed, unbuttoned waistcoats over it; an 
old, smashed wideawake, from under which 
his tawny, neglected ringtets hung, and with 
his one eye, his one long spur, his knife im 
his belt, his revolver in his waistcoat pocket, 
his saddle covered with an old beaver-skin, 
from which the paws hung down; his camp 
ing blankets behind him, his rifle laid 
across the saddle in front of him, and bis 
ax, canteen and other gear hanging to the 
horn, he was as awfui looking a ruffian af 
one could see. By way of contrast he rode. 
a smali Arab mare of exquisite beauty, skit 
tish, high-spirited, gentle, but altogether tod 
light for him, and he fretted her incessant 
ly to make her display herself.” 


J IM was a formidable character. He lived

It Wasn't worth that to the dealer. To 
have fitted the old car up would have cost 
another hundred dollara in labor and ma- 
terlal.

It is scarcely con- 
ceivable that they have value in them. The 
glase is carefully taken out, sorted into sizes 
and saved to sell. The bodies are torn from 
the frames. the frames will themselves be 
cut in two with an acetylene torch. The 
metal of the frames is chopped into two- 
foot pieces with a great, stout shear The 
same cutting edge chops up the sheet metal 
into pieces of six or eight inches in size

But before the frame and the 
body are thus cut to pleces the 
dealer has gone over the car to 
rescue any part that has good, 
workable wear in it. Perhaps two 
¢ of the four wheels are salvaged. 


The others have bent rims. The 
electric system usually offers 


something of value—even if it ie 

only copper wiring, or the plat- 

inum points that are saved and 

sold to manufacturing jewelers. 
Perhaps there is an aluminum crank 
Case that can be used again. The radiators 
have been taken out. They will be shipped 
in a carioad lot to a smelter, put in a fur- 
nace, where the solder will be melted out 
of them and regained for future use, and 
where the other metale will find their way 
into other piles of similar classification and 
value—to be used once more. Perhaps the 
rear end is good. Perhaps the timing gears 
can be used. Perhaps there is some value 
in the engine block, or in the clutch parts. 
The dealer has inspected closely. Not all 
of these parte in any car that comes to him 
may be usable. Perhaps some of them may 
be of no value except as scrap. But if they 
are. that is the margin of his profit.

Usually the higher priced cars are from 
four to six years old when they reach the 
boneyard.

The cheap cars reach the junk 
heap ip the norma! wear and tear of their 
Gaily life after about two to four years of 
hard usage Sometimes a car has been in 
service many/more than these average years. 
Sometimes one has seen very littie or po 
service.

In 
either of these events, the owner is likely 
to bring it in.

high-priced make of car, has a certain 
factory-fixed quota he must sell. To 
do that he may take in a two-year-old 
model at a value of §8§1600. He has 
had a demand for that car. He kuows 
where he can sell it. At once. He 
does, and takes in another used car for a 
$900 value in the trade. He fixes that up. 
It doesn’t seem to move quickly. But 
he finally selle it, taking in another car for 
$300. It would cost something to fix that 
car up. He can get a junk price for it. He 
absorbs the lose rather than risk the gamble 
of fixing it up, and the further possible dis- 
pleasure of a customer who might buy It. 
That is where the junk man has performed a 
real economic service. And he has taken 
from the market a possible competing used 
car. | 
There is a better chance to sell a better 
used car, or a cheaper new one, with the 
old machine relegated to the boneyard. 


And that has to be well considered in 
these days of standardization in the automo- 
bile business. Today the dealer knows with 
the certainty based on statistics what the 
value is of each used car. There are estab- 
lished standards of that value, based upon 
the probable service the old used car will. 
give. There is an absolute standard of de- 
preciation under conditions of average serv- 
ice. The first year a car loses 40 per cent 
in depreciation. RBucceeding years the loss 
is 20 per cent. There comes a time when 
that loss has taken up so much of the ralue 
that only one end is possible. It must be 
sold at a junk price. And it is so sold to 
make room on the road for another good 
car to take its place. 

Thus, the automobile, starting pridefully 
out in life, with its bright and shiny ac- 
coutrements, comes always at last to the 
same inevitable end. Each year, as the dull- 
nessa of ite finish grows and the rattle in its 
frame and motor becomes a little leas sup- 
preased, it is called upon to take more pun- 
ishment and receive fewer baths and greas- 
ings. “What's the difference?’ thinks the 
owner. His eye is already fixed on a new 
model and this old boat cas only bring as 
old car's price, anyway. It is fixed and 
refixed and bandied about until some fine 
day it wheezes its last gasp and is dragged 
into the boneyard—the place where good 
automoblies go when they die.

Joliet, Canadian born, had set forth In 
1673 with Father Marquette to explore the 
West and South and find for France the 
truth of stories trappers brought up to Que- 
bec, of rich and fertile lands, great waters 
and shining rivers. Priest and adventurer, 
they made their way to the Mississippi and 
rediscovered the ‘‘father of waters." Down 
they came past the mingling of the muddy 
Missouri! with the Mississippi waters, past 
the point where Pierre Laclede would bulld 
one day his village of St. Louis, and on 
south into the Chickasaw country. Some- 
where in their journeying they passed above 
the epot where the body of De Soto was sunk 
more than a century before. They had re- 
discovered the great river that he had found 
—and that Europe had forgotten. On their 
way back, near Montreal, Joliet lost his pa- 
pers and barely saved hie life in the rapids 
of La Chine. {t was his firet great disap- 
pointment. Anticosti was the second. 

For Joliet had cheered himself as best he 
could by writing what he could remember 
of his journals and by marrying, tn 1675. 
Clare Frances Biesot. His father-in-law was 
‘a French fur trader. Joliet saw inevitably 
that the possession of America would be de- 
termined largely through the fur trade. Fi- 
nally France gave him the island of Anti- 
costi. He retired there with his family and 
his servants to fish and trap. 
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came separated, and one brig with 60 men 
aboard satruck on the tsland of Anticost!. 
There was hardly time to land the few re- 
maining provisions before the vessel sank. 


It was the first great disaster recorded of. 


the island. 


HE captain knew he must winter 
there, and from the planks of the 
wreck bullt a storehouse and nine 
small huts. They agreed in council upon an 
allowance of food to each man from their 
ehort stores; two biscuits, half a pound of 
pork, half a pound of flour, a quart of peas 
and two salt fish were allowed to last each 
mana week. It was late in the fall then. By 
December 20, 1689, the ship's doctor died: 
and in the next few weeks 406 more men. 
They were desperate. The survivors knew 
that unless all shared reasonably and equal- 
ly im the little food remaining they would 
soon face famine; and even discussed among 
themselves the possible horror of canniba)- 
ism. Yet the store house was frequently 
broken open, and one night a sailor, getting 
to the provisions, ‘eat no less than eighteen 
biscuits,’ says an old chronicle of the dis- 
aster, ‘‘which caused him to swell to such a 
degree that he was forced to have his stom- 
ach stroked and bathed before the fire to 
prevent its bursting.” Five of the men put 
forth on March 25, 1690, in a akiff for Bos- 
ton, and after incredible hardships reached 
that port on May 9. A rescue party wae sent 


alive after five months 
of famine, epidemic and 
gangrene. Help was sent 
to the twenty-four who 
had remained behind. 
But three were alive. 

“Thelr wants. says 
the priest, “had been 
sO great that the asur- 
vivors had eaten even 
the shoes of their dead 
companions after firat 
boiling them in snow 
water. And when that 
resource failed they had 
recourse to the leather 
breeches of the dead. 
When M. Volant ‘found 
them they had but one 
or two pairs remain- 
ing.” 

More years passed. 
Shortly after the con- 
quest of Quebec in 
1769 an English ship was wrecked upon the 
island. Crew and passengers suffered ter- 
rible hardehips, but survived; partly, say 
old chronicles, because the cargo of wine 
she carried aupplied a food.

His theory may 
not impress you much. but you decide tu 
make believe you believe him and not to 
wonder any more about what mumps is— 
because if you publicly don't believe him 
you are in for a beating and may even be 
turned out of the house Your father its 
Authority. . 


HAT was the world 300 years ago. 
when Leeuwenhoek was born. It had 
hardly begun to shake itself free 
from superstitions, it was barely begin- 
ning to Dlush for its ignorance. It was a 
world where ecience (which only means 
trying to find truth by careful obeerva- 
tion and clear thinking) was just learning 
to toddie on vague and wobbiy iega. [t 
was a world where Servetus was burned 
to death for daring to cut ap and aez- 
amine the body of a dead man. where Gali- 
leo was shut up for life for daring to prove 
that the earth moved around the san. 
Antony Leeuwenhoek was born in 16332. 
amid the blue windmilis and low streets aad 
high canale of Deift, in Holland. His family 
were burghers of an intensely respectable 
kind, and I say intensely respectable because 
they were basket makers and brewers. and 
brewers are respectable and highly honored 
in Holland. Leeuwenhoek's father died early 
and his mother seat him to schoo! to learn 
to be a Government official. bat he left 
scNool at 16 to be an apprentice in a dry- 
goods store in Amsterdam. That was his 
university. Think of a present-day scien- 
tist getting his training for expertment 
among bolts of gingham. listening to the 
tinkle of the bell om the cash drawer, being 
polite to an eternal succession of Dutch 
housewives who shopped with a penay-ptach-

ing dreadful exhaustiveneas—but that was 
Leeu wenhoek’s university for siz years. 

At the age of 21 he left the drvy-goods 
store, went back to Delft, married, set up a 
dry-goods store of his own there. For 20 
years after that very little is known about 
him, except that he had two wives (in suc- 
cession) and several children, moat of whom 
died, but there is no doubt that during this 
time he was appointed janitor of the city 
hall of Delft. and that he developed a moat 
idiotic love for xrinding lenses He had 
heard that {f you very carefally ground very 
little lenses out of clear glass, vou would 
ree things look much bigaer than they ap- 
peared to the naked ere 
known about him from 20 to 40, but there 
is no doubt that he passed in those days fo: 
an ignorant man. The only language he 
knew was Dutch—that was an obscure lan- 
guage, despised by the cultured worid aa 
a tongue of fishermen and shopkeepers an.:! 
diggers of ditches. Educated men talked 
Latin in those days. but Leeuwenhoek could

had to trust to his own eyes, his own 
thoughts. his own judgment. And that was 
easy for him, because there never was a 
more mulish man than this Antony Leen- 
wenhoek. 


T WOULD be great fun to look through 
a lens and see things bigger than your 
naked eye showed them to you! But 
buy lenses? Not Leeuwenhoek There 


never Was a more suspicious man. Buy 
lenses? He would make them himse!?! 
During these 20 years of his obscurity 
he went to spectacie makers and got 


the rudiments of iens i  agrinding He 


visited aichemiets and apotherartes ond 
put his nogee into their secret ways of 
getting metale from ores. he began fum- 


Dlingly to learn the craft of the gold anid 
silveremiths. He was a most pernickety man 
and was not satisfied with «grinding lenses 
as a0od aa those of the best lena grinder is 
Holland. they had to be better than the best. 
and then he still fussed over them for long 
heurs. Next he mounted these lenses tn [it 
tle oblonga of copper or silver or gold. whic’ 
he had extracted himesif over hot fires 
among strange smells and fumes. Today 
searchers pay $75 for a fine shining micro- 


scope. turn the screws, peer through it, 
make lacoverites—wqwithout knowing any- 
tnina about how it ta bullt.

And now to write al) this to the great 
men off there in London! Artlessly he 
deacribed his own astonishment to them. 
Long page after page in @ superbly neat 
handwriting. with Ifittle common words he 
told them that you could put a million of 
these little animals Into a coarse grain of 
sand and that one drop of his pepper-water, 
where they grew and multiplied so well, 
held wnore than two-million seven-hundred- 
thousand of them 

Thies letter was translated into English. 
It wae read before the learned skeptics —- 
who no longer belleved in the maglie vir- 
tuer of upicorn’s horna——and it bowled the 
learned body over. What? The Dutchman 
said he had discovered heasts so amal! you 
could put as many of them into one little 
drop of water as there were people in his 
native country? Nonaense! The cheese 
mite was absolutely and without douht the 
amallest creature God had created.

This Leeuwenhoek was a confoundedly ac- 
eurate man: everything he had ever written 
to them they bad found to be true. 
Ro a letter went back to the scientific jJan- 
itor, begxing him to write them in detail

That upeet Leeuwenhoek It didn't tnat- 
ter that theae stupid oafs of Delft laughed 
at him—but the ‘Royal Society? He had 
thought they were philosophers. Should 
he write them detalls, or should he from 
now on keep everything he did to himself? 
“Great God,’ you can imagine him mutter- 
ing, ‘these ways I have of uncovering mys-

But creators must have audiences. He 
knew that these doubters of the Royal So- 
ciety should have sweat juat as hard to dis- 
prove the existence of his littie animals as 
he himself had tolled to discover them. He 
was burt, but—rcreators must have an audi- 
ence. So he repiied to them in a long }et- 
ter assuring them he pever told anything 
tno big. He explained his calculations (and 
modern microbe hunters with all of thetr 
apparatus make only slightly more accurate 
ones) he wrote theae calculations out, divi- 
sions, multiplicationa, additions, until his 
letter looked like a child's exercise in arith- 
metic He finished by saying that many 
people of Delft had seen-—with applause 
—-these strange new animals under hia lens. 
He wonld send them affidavits from prom!.- 
nent citizens of Delft-—two men of God, one 
notary public. and elghbt other persons 
worthy to be believed. But he wouldn't 
tell them how he made his thicroacopes 


HAT was a suspicious man. He held 

his little machines up for people tu 

took through, but let them so much 

ae touch the microscope to help them- 

selves aee hetter and he might order 

them out of his house. . . . He war 

like a child anxiona and proud to 

show a large red apple to his play- 

inates but loth to have them touch it for 
fear they might take a bite out of it. 

So the Royal Society commissioned Rob- 
ert Hooke and Nehemiah Grew to build the 
very beat microscopes, and brew pepper wa- 
ter from the finest quality of black pepper. 
And, on the 15th of Novembef, 1677, Hooke 
Came carrying his microscope to the meet- 
ing-——axnoz—-for Antony Leeuwenhoek had 
not lied. Here they were, those enchanted 
beasts! The members rose from their seate 
and crowded round the nilcroscope. They 
peered, they exclaimed: “This man must be 
a wieard observer.” That was a proud day 
for Leeuwenhoek. And a INittle later the 
Roya! Society made him a Fellow, sending 
him a gorgeous diploma of membership in 
a silver case with the coat of arms of the 
society on the cover. “I will serve you 
faithfully during the rest of my life,”’ he 
wrote them. And he was good as his word, 
for he mailed them those converesationa! 
mixtures of gossip and science till he dled 
at the age of ninety. But send them a mi- 
croscope? Very sorry, but that was im- 
possible to do, while he lived. The Royal 
Society went so far as to dispatch Doctor 
Molyneux to make a report on this janttor- 
discoverer of the invisible. Molyneux of- 
fered Leeuwenhoek a fine price for one of 
his microscopes——aurely he could spare one? 
—-for there were hundreds of them in cab- 
ineta that lined his study. But no. Was 
there anything the gentleman of the Royal 
Socie.y would Iike to see? Here were some 
most curious little unborn oysters in a bot- 
ile, here were divers very nimble little ani- 
mals, and that Dutchman held up his lenses 
for the Englishman to peep through, watch- 
ing all the while out of the corner 
of his eye to see that the undoubtedly 
most honest visitor didn't touch anything-—— 
or filch anything. .. 

“But your inatruments are marvelous!” 
cried Molyneux. “A thousand times more 
clear they show things than any lens we 
have in England!" 

“How 1 wish, @ir.” said Leeuwenhoek, 
“that I could show you my beast lena, with 
my «special way of observing, but I keep that 
only for myself and do not show it to any- 
one—not even to my own family.” 

* * . . 

Those little animals were everywhere! He 
told the Royal Soctety of finding swarms of 
those sub-visible beings in hia mouth-—of al] 
places: “Although I am now 60 years old,” 
he wrote, "I have uncommonly well-pre- 
perved teeth, because it is my custom every 
morning to rub my teeth very hard with 
salt, and after cleaning my large teeth with 
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Rut there still were Iittle bite of 
white stuff between his teeth, when he 
looked at them with a magnifying mir- 
ror. 

What war this white stuff made of? 

From his teeth he scraped a bit of this 
stuff, mixed it with pure rain water, stuck it 
in a little tube on to the needle of his micro- 
acope, closed the door of his study— 

What was this that rose from the gray 
dimneas of his tens into clear distinctness 
ax he brought the tube tnto focus? Hers 
was an unbelievably tiny creature, leaping 
nbout in the water of the tube “Iike the fish 
called a pike." There war a necond kind 
that awam forward ae little way, then whirled 
about suddenly, then tumbled over itself In 
pretty somersaults. There were some be- 
ings that moved sluggishly and looked like 
wee bent sticks, nothing more, but that 
Dutchman equinted at them till his eyes 
were red-rimmed—-and they moved, they 
were alive, no doubt of ft! There was a 
mnenagerie.in his mouth! There were crea- 
tures shaped like flexible rods that went to 
and fro with the stately carriage of Bishops 
in procession, there were apirals that whirled 
through the water like violently animated 
corksacrews. . . 

Everybody he could get hold of---as well 
#s himself -—was an experimental anima) for 
that curious man. Tired from his long 
peering at the little beasts in his own mouth, 
he went for a walk under the tall trees that 
dropped their yellow leaves on the brown 
mirrors of the canala; {t was hard work, this 
vley of his, he must reat. But he met ap 
old man, a most interesting old man, “I 
was talking to this old man,’ wrote Leeu- 
wenhoe ts the Royal Soclety, “an old man 
who led a very sober life, who never used 
any brandy nor tobacco and very seldom 
wine, and my eye chanced to fall on his 
teeth, which were badly grown over, and 
that made me ask him when he bad last 
cleaned hia mouth. I got for answer that he 
had never cleaned his teeth in his wholv 
ek oe 6a 

Away went all thought of hi aching eye. 
What a zoo of wee animale must be tn this 
old fellow’s mouth. He dragged the dirty 
but virtuous victim of his curiosity into his 
study——of course, there were millions of 
wee beasties in that mouth, but what he 
wanted particularly to tell the Royal Society 
was this: that thie old man's mouth was host 
to a new kind of creature, that slid along 
among the others, bending its body in grace- 
ful billows like a anake-——the water in the 
narrow tube seemed to be alive with those 
little fellows! 


HE YEARS went by. He _ tended 
to hia little, dry-goods store, he saw 
to {ft the city hall of Delft was 
properly swept out, he grew more and 
more crusty and suspicious, he looked 
longer and longer hours through his 
hundreds of microscopes, he made a hun- 
dred amazing discoveries. In the tail of a 
little fish stuck head first into a glass tube 
he saw for the firat time of all men the 
capillary blood vessels through which blood 
goes from the arteries to the veins—-so he 
completed the Englishman Harvey's discov- 
ery of the circulation of the blood. The 
most sacred and improper and romantie 
things in Hfe were only material for the 
probing, tireless eyea of his lensea. 

The years went by and al! Europe knew 
about him. Peter the Great of Ruasia came 
to pay his respects to him. and the Queen of 
England journeyed to Delft only to look at 
the wonders to be seen through the lenses 
of his microscopes. He exploded countless 
superstitions for the Royal Society, and 
aside from leaac Newton and Robert Boyle 
he waa the most famous of their members. 
But did these honors turn his head? They 
couldn't turn, his head because he had from 
the first a sufficiently high opinion of him- 
self. His arrogance was limitiess-—but It 
was equaled by his humility when he 
thought of that miaty unknown that he knew 
surrounded himself and all men. 

“My determination ts not to remain atub 
borniy with my ideas, but I'll leave them 
end go over to others as soon as | am shown 
plausible reasons which I can grasp. This 
in the more true since I have no other paur- 
pose than to place truth before my eyes so 
far as it ja in my power to embrace it; and 
to use the little talent I have received to 
draw the world away from its old heathenish 
superstitions and to go over to the truth 
and to atick to it.” 

He was an amasingly healthy man, and et 


held up his microscope for visitors to peep 
ut his little animale or to exclaim at the un- 
born Oysters. But he was fond of drinking 
in thef evenings, and his only ill seems to 
have been a certain seediness in the morn- 
ing after such wassall. He detested physl- 
clane-—how could they know about the iil 
of the body when they didn’t know one- 
thousandth of what he did about the build 
of the body? S80 Leeuwenhoek had his own 
theorles—and sufficiently foolish they were 
~-about the cause of this seediness. He 
knew that his blood was full of little glob- 
ules-—he had been the first of ali men to 
see them. He knew those giobules had to 
gO through very tiny capillaries to get from 
his artertes to his veins—hadn't he been the 
man to discover those wee veasels in a fish 
tall? Well, after those hilarious nights of 
hin, bia blood got too thick to run properly 
from the arteries to the veins. So.he would 
thin it! He wrote the Royal Society: 


9, Vi HEN 1 have supped too heavily 
of an evening, I drink in the 
morning a large number of cups 
of coffee, and that ars hot as I can 
drink it, so that the sweat breaks out on 
me, and if hy so doing I can’t restore 
my body, a whole apothecary’s shop couldn't 
do much, and that is the only thing I have 
dune for years when I have felt a fever.” 
That hot coffee drinking led him to an- 
other curfous fact about the little animals. 
Everything he did led him to pry up some

new fact of nature, for he lived wrapped 
in those tiny dramas that went on under 
his lenses just as a child listens open- 
mouthed with sancer eyes to the myths of 
Mother Goose... . He never tired pf read- 
ing the same story of nature, there were 
always new angles to be found in it, the 
pages of his book of nature were thumbed 
and dog-eared by his insatiable interest. 
Years after his discovery of the microbes 
in his mouth, one morning in the midet 
of his sweating from his vast curative cof- 
fee drinkings, he looked once more at the 
stuff between his teeth—~- 

What was this? There was not a single 
animal to be found. Or there were no 
living animals rather, for he thought he 
could make out the bodies of myriads of 
dead ones—and maybe one or two that 
moved feebly, as if they were sick. ‘Blessed 
Sainte!"’ he growled: “I hope some great 
Lord of the Royal Society dodsn't try to 
find those creatures in his mouth, and fail. 
and then deny my obeervations... .” 

Rut look here! He had been drinking 
coffee, so hot it had blistered his lips, al- 
most. He had looked for the little animals 
in the white stuff from between his front 
teeth. It was just after the coffee he had 
looked there— Well? 


ITH the help of a magnifying 
WV mirror he went at his back teeth. 
Presto! “With great surprise I saw 
an ineredibly large number of little ani- 
mals, and in such an unbelievable quan- 


tity of the aforementioned stuff, that 
it ia not to be conceived of by those 


eyes.” Then he made delicate expert- 
ment in tubes, heating the water with its 
tiny population to a temperature a little 
warmer than that of a hot bath. In a 
moment the creatures stopped their agilo 
runnings to and fro. He cooled the water. 
They did not come back to life--so! It 
was that hot coffee that had killed the 
beasties in his front toeth! 

“Life lives on life—-it ts eruel, but it 
in God's will,” he pondered. “And it is 
for our good, of course, because if there 
weren't littie animals to eat up the young 
mussels, our canals would be choked by 
those shelifish, for each mother has more 
than a thousand young onea at a time!” 

He passed 80, and hia teeth came loose 
as they had to even in hia strong body; 
he didn't complain at the’ inexorable ar- 
rival of the winter of his I'fe, but he 
jerked out that old tooth an1 turned his 
lens onto the little creaturea he found 
within that hollow root—why shouldn't he 
study them once more? There might be 
acine little detail he had missed those hun- 
dred other times. Friends came to him 
at 85 and told him to take it easy and 
leave his studies. He wrinkled his brow 
and opened wide his still bright eyes: “The 
fruita that ripen in autumn last the long. 
eat,’ he told them—he called 85 the autumn 
of his life. 

Leeuwenhoek was a showman. He was 
very pleased to hear the ohs and ahs of 
people--they must be philosophical people 
and lovers of science, mind you—whom he 
let peep into his sub-visible world, to whom 
he wrote hia disjointed marvelous letters 
of description. But he was no teacher. 
‘I’ve never taught one,"’ he wrote to the 
famous philosopher Leibniz, ‘because if ! 
tatght one, I'd have to teach others... . 
I would give myself over to a slavery, 
whereas I want to stay a free man.” 

“But the art of grinding fine lenses and 
making observations of these new creatures 
will disappear from the earth, if you don’t 
teach young men,” answered Leibniz. 

“The professors and students of the Uni- 
versity of Leyden were long ago dazsied 
by my discoveries, they hired three lens 
grinders to come to teach the students. but 
what came of it?’ wrote that independent 
Dotchman. 


6¢ OTHING, so far an I can judge, 
; for almoat all of the courses they 
teach there are for the. purpose of 
getting money through knowledge or for 
maining the respect of the world by 
showing people how learned they are, 
and these things have nothing to do 
with discovering the things that are buried 
from our eyes. I am _ convinced that 
of a thousand people not one i capa- 
ble of carrying out such studies because 
endless time is needed and much money 
ls spilled and because a man has 
always to be busy with his thoughts if any- 
thing is to be accomplished. .. .”’ 

That was the first of the microbe hunt- 
ers. In 1733, when he was 91 years old 
and on his deathbed, he sent for his friend 
Hoogviiet. He eould not lift his hand. His 
once glowing eyes were rheumy and their 
lids were beginning to atiek fast with the 
cement of death. He mumbled: 

“*Hoogviiet, my friend, be so good as to 
have those two lettere on the table trans- 
lated into Latin. ... Send them to London 
to the Roya! Society... .” f 

Bo he keest his promise made 60 years 
before, and Hoogviiet wrote, along with 
those last letters: “Il send you, learned sirs, 
this last gift of my dying friend, hoping that 
his final word will be agreeable to you.” 

Bo he passed, this firet of the microbe 
hunters. You will read of &paliansan!, who 
was much more brilliant, of Pasteur, who 
had a thousand times his imagination, of 
Robert Koch, who did much more imme 
diate apparent good in lifting the torments 
that microbes bring to men——these and all 
the others have much more fame today. 
But not one of them has been s0 com- 
pletely honest, so appellingly accurate as 
this Duteh janitor, and all of them could 
take lessons from his splendid common 
senee.

If old Gamache died three-quarters 
of a century ago the tradition of his 
evil doings persisted until the present 
century.

Though Louis Joliet had been driv- 
en from Anticosti by the British when 
they burned his home and factory in 
1690, the island remained in posses- 
sion of his descendants for almost 200 
years. It was sold by the Joliets and 
their assignors in 1875 ‘o an English 
company which had been organized to 
exploit what it believed to be valuable 
fishing rights. That concern had in- 
duced many Newfoundland fisher- 
men to colonize upon it. Ina year the 
dream had come to naught. The com- 
pany was bankrupt. Only the aid the 
Canadian Government furnished them 


‘gaved the fishermen’s lives. 


In 1886 
F. W. Stockwell of Quebec purchased 
the island, paying $100,000 for it, and 
he, in 1888, sold it to the Anticosti Is- 
land Company, Ltd., of London. Seven 
vears later that concern found its bub- 
ble burst. Its dream of empire had 
gone wrong, and for $160,000, in 
1895, it sold Anticosti to M. Menier. 

He was one of the richest men in 
the world. A manufacturer of a world- 
known chocolate. To pay $160,000 
for a plaything cost no effort. What 
he wanted was a game preserve. 

But primarily it was a summer 
home. Such a hunting estate! In 
length the island approximates 140 
miles, in width it is as much as 40 to 
50: In all, 3789 square miles, with 
between two and three million acres 
of natural woods. There was already 
somme game. Bear, fox. marten and 
otter had not been exterminated. They 
were to be protected. So were the 
trout #nd salmon streams. And M. 
Menier- would build a chateau. 


| HERE was but one flaw in the 
plan. Among those Newfound- 
land fishermen, some had stuck. 
Other squatters were on the island. 
M. Menier didn’t want them killing his 
game. They couldn't live otherwise. 
They didn’t believe he had a moral 
right to deprive them of their livell- 
hood for his pleasure. 

They put it on patriotic grounds. 
Who was this M. Menier, a Fretch- 
man, who thought his chocolate mil- 
lions could make Anticosti Island a 
Vassalage of France? Who was he, 
anyway? 

They repuised those sent to take 
them away. The Menier minions had 
moral grounds, also They said the 
habitants were wreckers. 


And maybe they were right. There 
were skirmishes on the island. There 
Was a battle in the courts. Fisher- 


men and wreckers joined forces and 
hid in the most Inaccessible sections of 
the island's forbidding south shore. 
M. Menier wondered where they had 
gone. In his yacht, Velleda, he start- 
ed out to see. 

Out of the darkness which overtook 
the vessel shone the alluring beacon 
of the wreckera—thus the story of 
that adventure runs. The captain of 
the Velleda was about to shape his 
course toward the beckoning lights 
when . Menier had his suspicions 
aroused, ahd, taking a dozen men tin 
the launch, started for the shore. They 


were fired upon by the wreckers. Me- 
nier returned to his yacht, got to- 
gether a posse of his employes and, 
heading them, discovered the hiding 
place of the outlaws. There was a 
pitched battle. 

Jingoes on both sides sought to 
make that episode a cause for war. 
But wiser heads prevailed in France 
and Britain, and there was a compro- 
mise, by which the Anticosti squatters 
went to homesteads in Western Canada. 

In 1900 the courts handed down a 
decision which established M. Menier 
in his right by purchase as lord of the 
island. He decided now to build his 
chateau—in fact, rather a villa—and 
supervised the architects himself. He 
rOught to maintain the medieval tradi- 
tion and refused to use any nails in 
the place. Every board was screwed 
in place with screws of wood or iron. 
How much money he spent May never 
be known. The art objects in the 
chateau were alone insured for $800,- 
000. Among them was a Gobelin tap- 
estry, for possession of which M. Me- 
nier had once outbid even the late J. 
Pierpont Morgan. 

Slowly the place developed. There 
were originally foxes on the island. 
M. Menier sought to protect the na- 
tive stock and add to it. Silverfox 
ranching produced more than 1500 
pelts in one season. M. Menier brought 
a thousand farm settlers from France 
and sought to establish them ‘on 
shares.’ Other industries were un- 
dertaken. It was discovered in the 
emal!l pulp mill built to give men em- 
ployment when there was nothing else 
to do that the vast timber resources 
of the island were most valuable. 

Golf links were built. Deer were 
purchased and established on the is- 
land. Senator Menier had a plan for

Alex O. McGregor, H. W. Ferguson 
and W. E. James were three of the 
doughty natives who, incensed at the 
Earl's arrogance, trekked into the 
park and squatted on some of the 
Ear]’s choicest lands. Other parts of 
the region were also being settled and 
Dunraven, on his visits, moved his 
hunting grounds farther and farther 
into the wilderness. On the north 
fork of the Thompson, he finally estab- 
lished what became his favorite hunt- 
ing spot. This is now known as Dun- 
raven Glade, and the site of the lodge, 
at the head of Triangle Mountain, 
is still a little-frequented spot. 
Another plausible reason for the 
transformation of the Dunraven estate 
into a cattle ranch, besides the rapid 
settlement that was being made, was 
the disappearance of the geme. ‘There

By 1880 the magnifi- 
cent herds had largely disappeared 
and bear and mountain lion became 
only occasional phenomena. 


Dunraven himself, in these parts, is 
now a semi-mythical character. Those 
remaining who actually saw and 
talked with the young lord may be 
counted on the fingers of one hand. 


On Dunraven’s last visit, he was ac- 
companied, wrote Lamb, “by his inam- 
Orata, who was registered (at Dunrav- 
en's hotel) as Mrs. Munroe, the cele- 
brated actress of London, Dunraven 
presuming on American stupidity and 
credulity to hide the true facts of their 
connection.’ 


One day, on the authority of Abner 
Sprague, Dunraven and Mrs. Munroe 
were sitting at the long table at the 
Old English Hotel for dinner. Joe Jef- 
ferson, the great actor, who had been 
attracted to the park by the celebrity 
attending the Dunraven visits, entered 
the room. He knew Dunraven and he 
knew Mrs. Munroe, but he sat down 
before he observed them together. 
When their relationship occurred to 
him, he arose and left the table to 
protest against their presence in a ho- 
tel which housed his wife and chil- 
dren. Dunraven and his companion 
were promptly ejected from the Earl's 
own hotel, an incident which rankled 
for a long time. 

For many years following Dunrav- 
en's last visit, the foreign influence was 
much felt in Estes Park. Dunraven 
left in charge of hie properties one 
Theodore Whyte, known as Lord 
Whyte, though his right to the title 
is not clear.

In the meantime, Whyte was play- 
ing fast and loose with the Dunraven 
estates in Estes Park. The opinion of 
the natives is that Dunraven's inter- 
ests were poorly protected, and that 
Whyte, by his extravagance and grand 
and unbusineasiike methods, dissipated 
the Earl's money. It is estimated the 
Earl sank several hundreds of thou- 
sands into Estes Park. Whyte was 
succeeded about 1892 by C. Golding 
Dwyer, who continued to run the place 
into the ground. 
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INALLY, in 1907, Dunraven sold 
Fh sate Park to F. O. Staniey of 
Newton, Massachusetts, and the 
estate entered into its final phase 
as a playground for the American tour- 
ist. To the new owner, Dunraven 
said: “I wish you luck of it. Estes 
Park has cost me a pretty penny.” 
What was really an incident in the 
life of a young nobleman had far- 
reaching effects. It opened to the 
world a region of noble and unsur- 
passed beauty. From the world 
throughout the summer comes a con- 
stant stream of tourists, health-seek- 
ers, scientists seeking the surcease of 
a mountain-locked inclosure where na- 
ture was most prodigal. The trails 
are well-beaten, the game is gone, but 
back in the range, just beyond the en- 
durance limit of the tenderer tourists, 
is the wild solitude whieh lured Dun- 
raven across the ocean.
